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HT  H  E  former  Impr effort  of  this 
Book  being  difpofed  of,  I  have 
added  to  this  feveral  new  Cafes ,  in 
order  to  illufirate  snore  fully  the 
Advantage  of  the  Method  I  have 
recommended  in  the  Cure  of  this 
Fever.

approve  of.  But  I  have  not  yet 
feen  any  Caufe  to  alter  my  Opi- 
nion ,  in  any  material  Point ,  re¬ 
lating  either  to  the  Fever  or  its 
Cure.  On  the  contrary ,  repeated 
Experience  has  more  confirmed  me 
in  it ,  having  always  found  this 
Method  to  fucceed  in  curing  the  Fe¬ 
ver  in  a  few  Daysywhere  it  has  been 
made  ufe  of  from  the  beginning , 
and  has  not  been  afterwards  va- 
riedf  which ,/ confefs,  has  fometimes 
been  the  Cafe)  either  through  my 
ownFimoroufnefs ,  or  Oppoftionfrom 
others.  In  feveral  Cafes  too ,  where 

the  Patient  has  been  brought  into 
great  Danger ,  by  a  contrary  Ma¬ 
nagement ,  this  Method  has  been 
fuccefs fully  employed  in  recoveriiig 
him.  Some  Inftances  of  this  kind , 
I  have  infer  ted  antong  the  ne~w  Cafes.

I  am  indeed  a  little  doubtful 
about  rwbat  I  have  faid  concern¬ 
ing  the  XJfe  of  the  Bark ,  in  the 
Symptomatical  Sweats ,  at  the  Be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Fever.  This  I  only 
propofed  as  a  Thing  which  I  thought 
worth  conf dering ,  but  have  fince 
found ,  that  theD anger  apprehended , 
from  thofe  Sweats ,  may  be  more 
effectually  prevented ,  by  going  in¬ 
to  a  contrary  Method,  to  that  which 
promoted  them. 

If,  notwithf  anding  the  FaEls  I 
have  now  produced,  there fhould  fill 
be  fome  who  condemn  this  Practice, 
though, perhaps,  they  have  never  tried 
it,  at  leaf,  in  a  proper  Manner  ;  I 
would  defere  them  to  confder  well, 
what  Sydenham  ( to  whofe  Author¬ 
ity,  I  hope ,  they  will  pay  fo?ne  Re¬ 
gard)  has  faid  concerning  the  fame 
PraCtife,  particularly  in  the  Fever 
of  the  Tear  1685,  which  he  cured 
by  this  very  Method.  And  if  they

‘Will  be  at  the  Pains  of  making 
theComparifon  accurately,  and  with¬ 
out  Prejudice,  I  am  perfuaded,  they 
will  fnd  that  Fever ,  and  ours  of 
1741,  to  be  exactly  alike.  I  was  of 
this  Opinion  when  I  firfi  wrote  the 
Obfervations,  as  was  hinted  inthe 
former  Edition ,  but  was  not  fo 
fully  convinced  of  the  Truth  of  it 
as  J  now  am\  having  fnce  at¬ 
tended,  with  great  Diligence,  and 
Care ,  to  a  confderable  Number  of 
Cafes,  and  found  this  Method  to  fuc- 
ceed,  even  beyondb  my  own  Expec¬ 
tation.  Nor  am  I  fmgular  in  this 
Op  inion,  but  coidd  mention,  on  my 
own  Knowledge,  fome  of  the  mojl 
dijlinguifhed  Names,  that  adorn 
the  Profefjion  of  Phyfic  at  this 
Time,  in  fupport  of  it.  But  hav¬ 
ing  referred  thofe  of  a  different 
Sentiment  to  Sydenham,  /  fhall

OBSERVATIONS 

On  the 

Epidemic  FEVER 

Of  1741. 

1 

AVERY  fatal  Fever  having  for 
fome  Months  paft  prevailed  in 
all  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  and 
carried  off  great  Numbers,  I  thought  the 
publifhing  the  following  Obfervations 
might  conduce  to  the  Frefervation  of 
fome,  that  might  hereafter  be  attacked  by 
it.  And  as  they  are  built  on  Reafon  and 
Experience,  not  on  uncertain  Schemes  and 
Hypothefes,  and  fupported  by  the  beft 
Evidence  of  all,  Succefs  3  I  imagined  they 
might  juftly  be  depended  upon  3  and  that 
no  one  therefore  would  blame  me  for 
recommending  to  others,  what  I  had  fo 
much  Reafon  to  be  fatisfied  with  myfelf. 

B  I 
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I  do  not  prefume  to  think  thefe  Re¬ 
marks  have  any  thing  very  new  or  extra¬ 
ordinary  in  them,  or  that  they  are  capable 
of  affording  any  information  to  the  skilful 
Phyfician  ;  yet  if  they  fhould  put  others 
upon  examining  more  clofely  into  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  this  Fever,  and  can  give  any  afiift- 
ance  to  Perfons  lefs  skilled  in  the  Method 
of  treating  it,  under  whofe  Care,  as  mat¬ 
ters  are  at  prefect  conftituted  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince  of  Phyfick,  many  Sick  mu  ft  necef- 
farily  be  placed,  my  End  will  be  anfwered 
without  Injury,  I  hope,  to  any  one. 

If  fuch  Gentlemen,  whofe  large  Prac¬ 
tice  furn ifties  them  with  frequent  Oppor¬ 
tunities  of  difcovering  the  Nature  of  any 
prevailing  epidemic  Diftemper,  would  can¬ 
didly  publiih  their  Obfervations  for  the  in- 
ftrudtion  ®f  others,  it  would  tend  greatly 
to  their  own  Honour  and  Reputation,  and 
be  the  Means,  in  all  probability,  of  faving 
the  Lives  of  many,  who  are  viiibly  loft  for 
want  of  right  Management.  For  what 
with  the  ignorance  of  Nurfes  and  others 
who  are  fond  of  prefcribing  Sweats  in 
the  beginning  of  Fevers,  than  which 
nothing  is  more  hurtful  •  the  too  great  At¬ 
tachment  of  fome  of  the  Profeffion  to 
their  own  favourite  Hypothefes,  and  the 
Avarice  of  others,  who  practice  by  guels 
and  at  random,  with  little  regard  to  any 
i  Intereft

Intereft  but  their  own  :  it  is  no  wonder, 
I  fay,  putting  all  thefe  together,  that  fo 
few  recover  of  Difeafes,  in  themfelves 
too  of  fo  dangerous  a  Tendency,  when 
with  all  the  Tendernefs  and  Humanity, 
Caution  and  Skill,  that  an  honeft  Man 
can  purfue  the  Bufinefs  of  his  Profeffion, 
the  Event  muft  frequently  be  fatal.  At 
the  fame  time  I  cannot  help  thinking, 
that  when  any  particular  Epidemic  reigns, 
we  might  by  diligent  and  unprejudiced 
Obfervation  arrive  at  fuch  a  Knowledge 
of  its  Nature,  and  the  Method  of  Cure, 
as  would  enable  us  in  mod  Inftances  to 
fucceed  according  to  our  Wifhes. 

The  Symptoms  attending  this  Fever  are 
in  general  thefe,  viz.  A  flight  irregular 
Shivering,  Wearinefs,  and  Pains  in  the 
Limbs,  Faintnefs,  Giddinefs,  Pain  of  the 
Head,  chiefly  juft  above  the  Eye- brows, 
not  very  acute,  but  heavy  and  opprefling  5 
a  great  Oppreflion  on  the  Breaft,  with  very 
little  or  no  Pain  3  frequent  involuntary 
Sighing,  with  much  Inquietude  and 
Anxiety  3  a  great  difpofition  to  Sweat, 
even  while  the  fick  Pcrfon  fits  up,  but 
more  fo  if  he  lies  in  his  Bed,  covered 
warm,  or  even  upon  the  Bed,  with  bis 
Clothes  on  3  the  Pulfe  generally  very 
low,  and  the  more  violent  the  Attack 
of  the  Diftemrer,  the  lower  is  the  Pulfe  *, 

B  2  fo 
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fo,  as  in  fome  Cafes,  to  be  almofl:  im¬ 
perceptible  ;  the  Tongue  very  moiftt 
though  white,  and  often  through  the 
Courfe  of  the  Diftemper,  even  in  the 
word:  Cafes,  the  Sick  has  hardly  any 
Third: :  the  Urine  is  at  firft  high  coloured, 
in  a  few  Days  if  things  are  conduced 
rightly,  changes  fomewhat  paler,  where 
it  keeps,  till,  as  the  Diftemper  abates  and 
is  going  off,  it  grows  more  turbid,  and 
breaks  with  a  good  Sediment.  After  the 
Sweats  have  been  profufe  at  the  Begin¬ 
ning,  the  Urine  has  fometimes  a  large  la- 
teritious  Sediment,  and  once  I  obferved  it 
of  a  Coffee  Colour,  like  the  Urine  in  nephri¬ 
tic  Cafes,  and  this  was  after  the  Sweats  had 
continued  profufely  near  three  Days.  In 
a  few  Hours  after  this  the  Patient  grew 
worfe,  and  died  in  four  Days.  V ery  pale 
Water  is  at  other  times  made,  and  fome¬ 
times  in  large  Quantities.— If  a  hot  Regimen 
has  been  ufed  from  the  Beginning,  florid 
Eruptions  of  the  Petechial  kind  interfperfed 
with  fome  of  the  miliary,  fometimes  flrike 
out  all  over  the  Skin,  but  chiefly  on  the 
Bread:  and  Arms ;  when  thefe  appear  the 
difpofition  to  fweat  is  not  fo  great.  Some¬ 
times  a  few  larger  Eruptions  appear,  full  of  a 
ferous  Humour,  and  very  red.  As  the  Dan¬ 
ger  of  the  Difeafe  advances,  the  Sick  grows 
redlefs  and  wakeful,  and  from  a  fmall 

Confuflon 
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Confufion  of  Mind  at  firft,  falls  gradually 
into  a  ftrong  Phrenzy ;  or  at  other  times 
grows  fo  fleepy,  as  fcarce  to  be  waked; 
and  if  he  is,  foon  falls  again  into  a  Doze  ; 
has  great  Twitchings,  with  a  Subfultus 
of  the  Tendons,  and  foon  the  Affair  is 
finifhed  by  his  Death.  But  he  remains 
many  Days  longer  (fometimes  fifteen  or 
fixteen  from  the  beginning  of  the  Fever) 
when  thefe  latter,  viz.  the  Sleepinefs,  &c* 
are  the  Symptoms,  than  when  attacked 
with  the  ftrong  Delirium,  in  which  Cafe 
he  generally  dies  about  the  eighth  Day. 

Thefe  are  the  ufiial  Symptoms,  fome 
of  them,  no  doubt,  belonging  to  the  Dif- 
tempcr,  others  manifeftly  the  Effedt  of 
improper  Treatment. 

This  Fever  is  plainly  a  very  dange¬ 
rous  one,  and  requires  the  mod:  cau¬ 
tious  Management.  The  Danger  is  ftill 
greater,  as  its  Approaches  are  fecret  and 
unexpected.  When  violent  Pains  of  the 
Head,  Bread,  or  other  Parts,  a  ftrong 
Pulfe  and  great  Third,  difcover  any  one 
to  have  a  high  Fever,  we  are  immediate- 
(  ly  alarmed  at  the  Danger,  and  fet  about 
the  Cure  at  once.  But  this  is  a  latent,  de- 
preffed  Fever,  which  wc  are  not  at  firft;  fb 
apt  to  fufpedt  the  Danger  of,  becaufe  the 
external  Signs  are  not  fo  violent,  tho’  in 
reality  it  is  for  that  Reafon  the  greater ; 
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for  a  low,  depreffed  Polfe  at  the  beginning 
of  fuch  a  Fever,  is  certainly  a  worfe  Symp¬ 
tom  than  a  ftrong  one,  tho’  proceeding, 
in  part,  from  the  fame  Caufe,  Fulnefs :  a 
heavy  oppreffing  Pain  of  the  Head,  than 
an  acute  one  ;  and  Sighing,  Anxiety,  and 
Weight  on  the  Breaft,  than  violent  Pains 
there  :  and  fo  with  refpedt  to  other  Symp¬ 
toms,  great  external  Heat  and  Thirft  por¬ 
tend  lefs  Danger,  than  when  the  principal 
Organs  feem  to  be  opprefifed  with  a  heavy 
Load,  and  fcarce  any  outward  Signs  of  a 
Fever  appear. 

In  order  to  come  rightly  at  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  this  Difeafe  or  any  other,  I  know 
no  better  way  than  to  attend  diligently 
the  Footfteps  of  Nature,  to  take  Reafon 
and  Common-Senfe  for  our  Guides,  and 
not  vain  Speculation-  to  endeavour  to  trace 
out  the  Diftemper  by  ftridt  Obfervation 
only,  on  its  various  Symptoms  and  their 
natural  Tendency,  carefully  to  feparate  in 
our  Minds  fuch  as  really  belong  to  the 
Difeafe,  from  thofe  produced  by  the  Ma¬ 
nagement.  We  fhould  let  out  in  our  En¬ 
quiries  with  no  Prepoffeflions  to  favourite 
Forms  or  Syftems,  nor  arbitrarily  fix  an 
Epithet  to  a  Fever,  before  we  thoroughly 
underftand  its  kind.  If  we  haftily  flamp 
upon  it  any  particular  Name  or  Difiinc- 
tion,  which  we  are  generally  mighty  fond 
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of  doing,  we  may  greatly  deceive  our- 
felves  by  our  Affection  for  a  darling  Ap¬ 
pellation.  Things  ought  to  be  regarded, 
not  Names ;  for  after  all,  it  matters  but  ' 
little  what  Name  or  Epithet  we  give  to  a 
Fever,  if  we  do  but  really  underftand  the 
Diftemper,  and  how  to  cure  it. 

As  to  the  Fever  we  are  treating  of,  it  is 
manifeft  from  the  Symptoms,  and  from 
the  appearance  of  the  Blood  when  taken 
away,  which  is  generally  fizey,  that  the 
Blood  is  very  much  heated  and  inflamed, 
the  Veifels  over-loaded,  and  the  Circula¬ 
tion  greatly  impeded.  It  is  therefore  ab- 
folutely  inconfiftent  with  Common  Senfe 
to  direct  a  hot  Regimen  in  fuch  a  Cafe, 
which  every  one  knows  by  rarefying  the 
Blood  will  ftill  more  diftend  the  Veflfels, 
and  be  a  greater  Interruption  to  the  Cir¬ 
culation  ;  befldes  that  it  naturally  tends  to 
throw  the  Diftemper  upon  the  Brain, 
and  produce  a  Phrenzy,  the  plain  and 
obvious  Indications  of  Cure  being  juft  the 
contrary  to  this,  viz,  that  the  VefTels 
ftiould  be  emptied,  and  all  proper  Means 
ufed  to  abate  the  Heat  and  Inflammation, 
by  Evacuation  and  cooling  Regimen  3  and 
if  to  confirm  this,  the  Event  fihould,  upon 
due  Obfervation,  be  found almoft  always  fatal 
from  a  hot  Method,  generally  favourable 
from  a  cool  one,  there  need  not  furely  be 

tire 
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the  leaft  Hefitation  which  to  chufe.  For 
example,  fhould  the  fick  Perfon,  upon  the 
firft  Symptoms  of  the  Fever,  be  immedi¬ 
ately  put  to  Bed,  without  any  or  but  little 
Bleeding,  fhould  be  covered  warm  there, 
and  have  hot  Medicines  given  him,  and  a 
general  warm  Regimen  allowed,  in  a  fhort 
time  fhould  fall  into  profufe  Sweats,  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  relieved  by  them,  and  it  fhould 
therefore  be  thought  p  oper  to  encourage 
them 3  if  after  having  fweat  very  much 
for  a  Day,  two,  or  more,  and  perhaps 
flept  tolerably,  the  Symptoms  fhould  pret¬ 
ty  much  abate,  and  every  one  be  ready  to 
think  him  out  of  Danger  3  if  a  few  Hours 
after,  all  thefe  kindly  Appearances  fhould 
vamfh,  his  Pulfe  fhould  quicken,  his  Head 
grow  confufed,  great  Reftleffnefs  and 
Watchfulnefs  follow,  and  by  degrees  a 
Delirium  creep  on,  that  fhould  foon  end 
in  his  Death  3  or  if  inftead  of  the  Sweats, 
the  Eruptions  fhould  appear,  followed 
by  a  train  of  troublefome  Symptoms, 
thro’  which,  if  the  Patient  did  recover, 
it  would  not  be  without  great  Difficulty 
and  Danger  3  furely  any  confiderate  Man, 
obferving  all  this,  would  naturally  con¬ 
clude  there  was  fomething  wrong  in  the 
Management,  and  might  therefore  with¬ 
out  much  Difficulty  perceive  what  would 
have  been  right.  He  would  be  apt  to  de¬ 
termine. 
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terming  that  a  contrary  Method  by  Bleed- 
ing  and  a  cool  Regimen,  might  have  pre¬ 
vented  all  the  Mifchief  ;  that  the  profufe 
Sweats,  on  which  the  chief  Dependance 
had  been  placed,  were  perhaps  only  Symp¬ 
toms,  and  fo  ought  to  have  been  guarded 
againft,  at  lead  not  encouraged,  and  that 
the  Eruptions,  and  the  other  bad  Symptoms 
were  produced  by  the  great  Heat  the  Pa¬ 
tient  was  put  into.  Should  he  therefore, 
upon  this,  take  the  following  Method  ano¬ 
ther  time,  fhould  bleed  largely  in  the  Be¬ 
ginning,  empty  the  Bowels  by  Gliders  or 
gentle  Purges,  fhould  keep  his  Patient  from 
Bed  in  the  Day-time,  and  not  let  him  be 
covered  too  warm  in  the  Night,  and  take 
all  neceffary  Precautions  againft  the  Sweats 
coming  on  too  early,  by  forbidding  the 
too  liberal  Ufe  of  very  thin  Liquors,  hot 
Medicines,  or  hot  Regimen,  reftrain  him 
from  Flefh,  Broth,  and  Wine,  and  keep 
him  in  a  low  Diet,  as  upon  Rice,  Bar¬ 
ley,  or  Water-Gruel  ;  having  thus  pro¬ 
ceeded  four  or  five  Days,  fhould  he  then 
keep  him  more  to  his  Bed,  though  not 
too  warm  covered,  fhould  allow  him  to 
live  a  little  more  generoufly,  and  give  him 
fome  moderately  cordial  Medicines,  at 
length  very  temperate  breathing  Sweats 
coming  on  gradually,  fhould  the  Patient 
recover  without  the  Intervention  of  any 
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bad  Symptoms  through  the  whole  Prd^ 
grefs  ;  certainly  any  one,  without  the  help 
of  any  fine-fpun  Reafoning,  would  find 
out,  this  latter  ought  to  he  the  Method, 
and  not  the  former.  As  every  one  will 
fee  the  Juftnefs  of  this  Conclufion,  fo 
upon  Experience  of  the  Advantage  of  it, 
this  is  the  Method  I  would  recommend  ; 
and  that  it  fhould  be  begun  with  early, 
left  the  Diftemper  gain  ground,  and  fo 
affebt  the  Brain  and  other  principal  Parts, 
as  to  render  the  Patient  abfolutely  irre¬ 
coverable.  On  the  firft  Attack  therefore 
of  the  Diftemper,  or  as  foon  as  poffible. 
Blood  fhould  be  taken  away  to  the  Quan¬ 
tity  of  fixteen  Ounces :  nor  is  the  Lownefs 
of  the  Pulfe,  or  the  Faintnefs  any  Objec¬ 
tion  to  it ,  for  it  is  very  manifeft  they  pro¬ 
ceed  not  from  Weaknefs  but  Fulnefs  and 
Obftruction.  The  'next  Day,  or  fooner, 
if  the  Symptoms  are  urgent,  the  fame 
Quantity  ought  to  be  again  taken  away : 
very  often  it  is  no  more  than  requifite, 
lometimes  not  fufficient  to  bleed  a  third 
time  ;  nor  is  there  the  Hazard  in  large 
Bleeding  at  firft  as  fome  imagine  ;  if  it  does 
weaken  the  Patient  at  prefent,  the  dange¬ 
rous  Symptoms  it  prevents  makes  it  a  fuffi¬ 
cient  Compenfation  for  fuch  a  Lofs  of 
Blood  ;  and  Weaknefs  every  one  knows 
is  much  ealier  recovered  from  than  the 

Difeafe. 
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Difeafe.  An  Hour  or  two  after  the  firft 
Bleeding  it  is  proper  to  give  a  laxative 
Glifter,  to  procure  two  or  three  good 
Stools,  or,  which  I  prefer,  fome  gently 
purging  Medicine ;  though  it  is  contrary 
to  the  Opinion  of  fome  to  purge  in  Fe¬ 
vers,  yet  where  Bleeding  has  been  firft 
ufed,  I  never  perceived  it  to  do  any  Hurt, 
but  rather  more  effectually  to  relieve  the 
Patient  than  Glifters ;  however,  I  do  not 
imagine  it  of  any  great  Moment  in  this 
Cafe,  w7hich  way  Stools  are  procured,  be- 
caufe,  though  I  think  it  abfolutely  ne- 
ceffary  to  give  fome,  yet  the  Cure  princi¬ 
pally  depends  upon  large  Bleeding,  and  a 
cool  Regimen  at  the  Beginning  of  the 
Piftemper,  and  a  moderate  one  through¬ 
out.  After  the  fecond  Bleeding  I  have  ge¬ 
nerally  applied  a  large  Blifter  between 
the  Shoulders,  but  think  none  ought  to 
be  applied  without  previous  Bleeding. 
There  is  no  neceffity  the  Sick  fhould  drink 
Whey,  or  any  other  thin  Liquors  in  very 
great  Quantities,  for  being  feldom  very 
thirify,  Nature  feems  plainly  to  point 
out  thereby  that  Moderation  in  this,  as  in 
other  Parts  of  the  Regimen,  is  beft,  But 
I  think  it  is  of  the  higheft  Importance, 
that  he  fhould  be  but  little  kept  in  his 
Bed  in  the  Day,  or  other  wife  heated  for 
the  firft  four  or  five  Days  of  his  Jllnefs 
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afterwards,  if  this  Method  has  been  duly 
obferved,  he  may  keep  more  in  his  Bed5 
but  fhould  lay  high  with  his  Head,  or 
lit  up  in  it  as  he  can  bear.  It  might 
feem  ftrange  to  fome,  if  in  directing  the 
Method  of  Cure,  I  (houid  omit  faying 
any  thing  about  what  Medicines  are  pro¬ 
per  to  be  given  the  Sick ;  with  refpedt 
therefore  to  that,  I  think  I  beft  perform 
my  Duty  the  lefs  I  recommend  ;  for  if 
Matters  are  rightly  managed,  he  will  re¬ 
cover  without  being  plagued  with  much 
Medicine  ;  if  managed  ill,  I  know  of  none 
will  cure  him  :  it  would  be  enough  there¬ 
fore  to  fay  in  general,  that  for  the  firft 
four  or  five  Days  cooling  Remedies  are 
proper,  afterwards  fome  of  a  more  cor¬ 
dial  Nature,  of  both  which,  if  it  will  be 
of  any  Ufe  to  any  one,  I  have  here  given 
fome  Forms ;  not  that  I  think  too  great 
Strefs  ought  to  be  laid  upon  them,  as 
contributing  greatly  to  the  Cure,  for 
that  appears  to  me  to  be  principally 
brought  about  by  the  general  Method 
recommended. 

The  Purging  Potion.

Thefe  kind  of  Medicines  any  one  may 
vary  according  to  their  own  Inclination  ; 
being  only  careful  not  to  give  luch  as 
are  too  heating,  or  by  any  Method  en¬ 
deavour  to  procure  Sweats  too  haftily  or 
profufely ;  for  you  will  certainly  find, 
that  it  is  much .  better  and  iafer  that  the 
Diftemper  fliould  go  ofi,  and  the  Patient 
recover,  by  a  mild  and  moderate  Crilis, 
than  by  a  ftrong  one  you  have  forced 
him  into,  which  is  always  attended  with 
fome  Hazard,  at  leaft  Trouble,  though 
Matters  have  been  previoufly  conducted  as 
they  ought. 

Where  this  Method  has  been  carefully 
followed,  I  have  not  known  any  but  have 

re* 


recovered,  though  I  am  not  certain  whe¬ 
ther  it  is  owing  to  its  being  the  belt  of  all 
in  ail  its  Parts,  but  became  it  may  be 
where  the  Foundation  of  the  Cure  is  well 
lain  at  nrit  by  proper  Bleeding,  CM  ai~ 
rnoft  any  ffbiequert  Method  will  fuc- 
ceed  :  for  after  all,  I  am  forme  what  in¬ 
clined  to  think,  that  the  wfc  h ;  Cure 
might  be  more  fpeedily  effected,  though 
I  never  tried  it,  knowing  this  to  be  a  iafe 


Method,  by  Bleeding  and  Purging  on 
with  a  difereet  Ufe  of  paregoric  Medi¬ 


cines,  after  forme  inch  Manner  as  den- 
ham  directs  in  the  Cure  of  what  he  calls 
the  f'.f'a  Fever  of  the  h  ear  1685,  between 
which  and  the  prefect,  there  is  a  great 
Analogy,  as  there  alto  is  between  the  two 
Winters  proceeding  that  Fever  and  our 
two  lad  Winters. 


I  would  not  be  under  flood,  by  recom¬ 
mending  the  above  general  Method,  to 
mean,  that  exactly  the  lame  ought  i ndif- 
crimmateiy  to  prevail  in  all  kind  of  Cir¬ 
ca  romances,  but  only  as  abfolutdy  necei- 
fary  in  its  utmoft  Extent,  where  the  Dis¬ 
temper  invades  with  Violence.  I  am  very 
fenfible  there  is  a  great  Dilparity  between 
the  Cafes  of  a  ftrong  Man  of  a  full  grofs 
Habit  of  Body,  and  one  of  a  contrary  ; 
for  though  there  will  be  feme  Similitude 
of  Circum fiances  in  all  Cafes,  yet,  no 
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doubt,  lefs  Bleeding  may  do  fot  dne  than 
the  other ;  but  in  this  Common-Senfe 
will  guide  a  Man,  it  being  no  very  diffi- 
cult  Matter  to  reafon  from  one  Cafe  to 
another.  I  would  farther  obferve,  that 
this  Fever  has  hitherto  chiefly  invaded  Men 
of  a  fanguine  Habit,  in  the  prime  of  their 
Lives,  ufed  to  good  Living,  efpecially  as 
to  Eating,  and  very  rarely  Perfons  of  a 
Ipare  Habit  of  Body,  accuftomed  to  a  ve¬ 
ry  temperate  Way  of  Living.  If  at  any 
time  fuch  have  been  attacked  with  it, 
though  the  Symptoms  are  very  much 
alike,  yet  they  do  not  affed  with  the 
fame  Violence  as  in  Subjects  of  another 
kind  ;  and  though  a  Difeafe  may  be  truly 
epidemic,  and  ftill  the  fame  Difeafe  who¬ 
ever  it  invades,  yet  there  is,  without  doubt, 
a  lefs  Aptitude  in  fome  Perfons  to  re¬ 
ceive  and  cherifh  the  Seeds  of  it,  to  the 
Produdion  of  very  violent  and  dangerous 
Symptoms  than  there  is  in  others;  and 
this  is  very  apparent  with  refped  to  Wo¬ 
men,  of  whom  very  few  have  had  this 
Fever,  the  Reafon  of  which  may  be,  that 
they  feldom  live  fo  freely  as  Men,  are  of 
a  more  foft  and  lax  Habit  of  Body,  and 
fo  lefs  liable  to  accumulate  Matter  enough 
to  produce  fuch  a  Difeafe,  and  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  natural  Evacuation  they  are 
fubjed  to ;  all  which  Confide!  ations  leem 

to 
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to  confirm  the  Propriety  of  the  Method 
of  Cure  I  have  recommended.  There  is 
one  Caution  here  extremely  neceffary  with 
regard  to  Women,  fhould  they  happen  to 
be  attacked  with  this  Fever,  upon  catch¬ 
ing  Cold  at  fuch  a  period  of  Time,  where¬ 
by  a  total  or  partial  Suppreffion  of  the 
Menfes  fhould  be  occafioned,  and  that  is, 
not  to  attempt  to  promote  them  again  (if 
totally  ftopt)  by  warm  deobftruent  Reme¬ 
dies,  nor  to  aim  by  the  fame  Method  at 
increafing  them,  if  not  intirely  fuppreffed  ; 
but  having  no  fuch  regard  to  them  in  ei¬ 
ther  Cafe,  proceed  to  the  Cure  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver  by  Bleeding,  &c.  as  above. 

It  may  be  proper  to  give  an  Xndance 
or  two  to  illuftrate  what  I  have  been  ad¬ 
vancing. 


First  Case. 

A  flrong  lufty  Man  of  a  very  fanguine 
Habit,  about  fifty  Years  of  Age,  had  for 
feveral  Days  complained  of  the  ufual 
Symptoms  of  this  Fever,  a  heavy 

oppreffing  Pain  of  the  Head,  Weight  on 
his  Bread:,  Difficulty  of  Breathing  and 
frequent  Sighing,  his  Countenance  ap¬ 
peared  greatly  dejefted,  his  Pulfe  was  low 
and  attended  with  remarkable  Faintnefs, 
his  Tongue  wThite  but  moift,  he  com¬ 
plained  but  little  of  Third,  was  extreme-

ly  inclined  to  fweat,  even  fitting  up  or 
walking  about,  but  more  fo  in  his  Bed  5 
he  had  but  very  little  Sleep  for  feveral 
Nights,  and  had  been  many  Days  ill  be¬ 
fore  he  applied  for  Relief. 

He  was  immediately  bled  to  the  Quan¬ 
tity  of  fixteen  Ounces  or  more  ;  the  Blood 
was  very  fizey  as  was  all  the  Blood  that 
was  taken  away  afterwards,  he  took  the 
purging  Potion  of  Senna,  &c.  about  three 
Hours  after  his  Bleeding,  which  was  in 
the  Morning.  He  was  directed  to  fit  up 
in  the  Day  as  much  as  he  could  bear  with 
any  Eafe  to  himfelf,  and  when  faint  or 
tired,  to  lay  down  on  the  Bed  in  his 
Clothes,  and  to  lay  cool  in  the  Night, 
with  his  Head  high  ;  he  was  forbid 
Flefh,  Broth,  and  Wine,  and  confined  to 
Barley,  Rice,  or  Water- Gruel.  The  next 
Morning  he  was  again  bled  to  the  fame 
Quantity,  the  Symptoms  being  but  little 
abated.  The  purging  •  Potion  had  given 
him  two  or  three  Stools  only ;  it  was  there¬ 
fore  repeated  again.  The  third  Morning 
the  fame  Quantity  of  Blood  was  taken 
away,  and  the  fame  cooling  Regimen  pur- 
fued,  purging  only  omitted.  The  next 
Morning  his  Symptoms  were  fo  much 
abated,  that  he  looked  upon  himfelf  well 
enough  to  go  upon  the  Water,  upon  fome 
Bufinefs,  which  he  did  for  about  half  an 
3  Hour, 
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Hour,  and  in  a  cold  Morning.  This 
Evening  a  Blifter  was  applied  between 
his  Shoulders,  and  fome  cordial  Medicines 
given  him,  being  thought  more  necelfary 
on  account  of  the  Hazard  he  had  run  by 
expofing  himfelf  on  the  Water.  How¬ 
ever,  the  next  Day  he  appeared  to  be  al- 
moft  well,  but  kept  in  his  Chamber  two 
or  three  Days  longer,  though  very  little 
in  Bed,  and  perfectly  recovered  without 
any  very  apparent  Crifis  by  Sweat  or  any 
other  way. 

This  Cafe  is,  I  think,  a  plain  Inftance 
how  eafily  this  Diftemper  is  removed  by 
proper  Management  at  firft;  for  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Danger  he  appeared  to  be  in 
by  going  on  the  Water,  and  which  no 
one  would  willingly  be  expofed  to,  yet 
it  had  no  ill  Effedt  upon  him,  owing, 
no  doubt,  to  the  having  already  fo  far 
conquered  his  Diftemper  by  Bleeding,  &c. 
that  fcarce  any  thing  could  hurt  him,  and 
it  may_alfo  ferve  to  fhew  us,  that  Cold  is 
lefs  hurtful  than  Heat  in  this  Difeafe. 

Second  Case. 

A  young  Lady  of  a  florid  Complexion, 
upon  a  Suppreflion  of  the  Menfes  from 
taking  Cold,  was  attacked  v/ith  the  Symp¬ 
toms  of  the  Fever,  the  had  been  two  or 
three  Days  ill  without  applying  for  Help ; 
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however  her  Diforder  increafing,  it  grew 
neceftary  to  take  fome  Affiftance  ;  her 
Pulfe  was  very  low,  her  Head  greatly  op- 
prefled,  with  a  Pain  juft  above  her  Eye¬ 
brows,  and  much  confufed,  efpecially  when 
fhe  clofed  her  Eyes  to  Sleep ;  lhe  had  great 
Difficulty  in  breathing,  frequent  Sighing, 
and  great  Anxiety,  attended  with  extreme 
Faintnefs,  and  a  Difpofition  to  fweat. 
Upon  Enquiry  there  were  ftill  fome  Ap¬ 
pearances  of  the  Menfes ;  fhe  was  bled 
to  the  Quantity  of  about  twelve  Ounces, 
in  the  Morning,  foon  after  this  purging 
Potion  was  given  her.  R.  Manna  %j.  Sal 
Mir  ah .  gh  %ij.  Solve  in  Aq .  La  A.  alex.  g iij . 
M.  which  not  moving  her  all  day,  in  the 
Evening  a  laxative  Glifter  was  injedted, 
that  procured  before  Morning  three  Stools. 
She  was  bled  again  that  Evening,  an  Hour 
or  two  before  the  Glifter  was  given,  and 
a  Blifter  applied ;  and  the  Day  following, 
finding  fcarce  any  Mitigation  of  the  Symp¬ 
toms,  Bleeding  was  once  more  repeated. 
She  had  kept  her  Bed  from  the  fecond 
Day  after  the  firft  Attack  of  her  Illnefs, 
and  was  ftill  continued  in  it.  On  the 
fourth  Day,  Eruptions  came  out  on  her 
Breaft  and  Arms,  very  red,  on  which  her 
Difpofition  to  lweat  was  lefts,  her  Head 
ftill  continued  uneafty,  fhe  was  reftlefts 
and  faint,  had  but  very  little  Sleep,  and 

that 
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that  too  confufed.  In  this  way  (he  re¬ 
mained  till  about  the  feventh  Day  of  her 
Illnefs,  when  fhe  began  to  have  gentle 
Sweats,  and  grew  extremely  fleepy;  fhe 
had  now  taken  the  Cordial  Medicines, 
with  the  Conf.  Mithridat .  two  or  three 
Days.  Her  Sweats  continued  increafing, 
and  on  the  twelfth  Day  of  her  Illnefs 
fhe  feem'd  quite  out  of  Danger  and  foon 
recovered,  but  was  extremely  weaken'd. 

I  would  obferve  on  'this  Cafe,  that  it 
was  through  a  great  deal  of  Danger  this 
Lady  efcaped  with  her  Life,  nor  in  ail  Pro¬ 
bability  could  fhe  have  ftruggled  thro'  it,  if 
fome  Blood  had  not  been  taken  away  at 
the  beginning  :  But  it  feems  very  proba¬ 
ble  fhe  would  have  recovered  much  eafier, 
and  without  the  bad  Symptoms  fhe  had, 
if  it  had  been  taken  in  larger  Quantities, 
and  a  cooler  Method  in  general  obferved. 

I  will  only  give  one  Inftance  more,  to 
fhew  that  notwithfianding  the  neceffity  of 
large  Bleeding  and  a  cool  Regimen  in  ge¬ 
neral,  there  may  be  particular  Cafes  where 
it  may  admit  of  fome  Abatement,  but 
this  is  a  Point  we  ought  to  be  very  cau¬ 
tious  about,  left  we  deceive  our  felves  by 
imagining  an  Incapacity  to  bear  Bleeding 
and  our  general  Method,  where  there  is 
none.

A  Woman  of  a  thin  weakly  Habit  of 
Body,  upon  catching  Cold  by  being  ex¬ 
tremely  wet,  was  foon  affedted  with  the 
ufual  Symptoms  of  this  Difeafe,  tho*  not 
with  great  Violence ;  {he  had  been  ill  about 
a  Week,  but  finding  her  felf  growing  worfe, 
fhe  applied  for  Help  ;  about  fourteen 
Ounces  of  Blood  was  taken  away  in  the 
Evening,  foon  after  fhe  took  the  purging 
Potion,  with  EleSt.  Lenitiv .  &c.  which 
gave  her  in  the  Night  five  Stools;  a  Blifter 
was  alfo  applied,  and  appearing  much  re¬ 
lieved  the  next  Day,  on  Account  of  her 
weakly  Conftitution,  no  more  Bleeding 
was  directed,  but  having  kept  her  Bed 
three  or  four  Days,  and  made  ufe  of  fome 
Cordial  Medicines,  flue  fell  into  gentle 
Sweats,  and  foon  recovered, 

I  have  now  delivered  what  I  at  prefent 
know  of  this  Fever,  which  I  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  defcribe  in  as  concife  a  Manner, 
and  in  as  plain  and  intelligible  Terms,  as 
I  could;  for  I  think  the  affedted  Ufe  of 
myfterious  Terms  of  Art,  anfwers  no  End 
but  to  involve  in  Obfcurity  and  Perplexity, 
what  ought  to  be  render’d  as  clear  and 
perfpicuous  as  poflible. 

And  here  I  would  mention  it,  to  the 
Honour  of  a  late  excellent  Writer  on  the 
Operations  of  Surgery,  that  he  has  had  the 
Refolution  to  throw  off  thefe  Shackles, 

has 
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has  difcarded  all  trifling  and  infignificant 
Diftindions,  rejeded  a  Multitude  of  Me¬ 
dicines  needlefly  employed  in  curing,  efta- 
blifhed  his  Obfervations  on  the  firm  Bafis 
of  Reafon  and  Experience  only,  and  de¬ 
livered  in  a  plain  and  concife,  though 
comprehenfive  Manner,  all  that  was  really 
neceffary  and  ufeful  to  be  known,  on  the 
Subjeds  he  treats  of. 

And  would  the  Writers  in  Phyfick  pur- 
fue  the  fame  Method,  and  inftead  of 
Theory  and  Speculation,  give  us  plain 
Hiftories  of  Difeafes  and  their  Methods 
of  Cure,  colleded  from  careful  Obferva- 
tion,  and  fupported  by  fuitable  Fads  and 
Experiments,  the  Art  would  be  much 
better,  and  more  generally  underftood,  and 
greater  Benefit  accrue  to  Mankind  from 
the  Pradice  of  it. 

Some  Refledions  having  occurred  to 
me,  fince  the  finifhing  the  foregoing  Pa¬ 
pers,  I  thought  it  neceffary  to  fubjoin  them 
here, 'imagining  they  might  help  to  obviate 
the  extreme  Danger,  I  have  before  faid, 
appears  to  me  to  arife  from  fuffering  large 
Sweats  to  come  on  early  in  this  Fever  •  as 
they  do  not  cure  but  only  mitigate  for  a 
while  the  other  Symptoms,  which  foou 
return  again,  and  rarely  afford  another 
Truce  till  the  Patient’s  Death.  It  is  cer¬ 
tainly 
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tainly  much  fafer  therefore  to  effedt  the 
Cure  if  we  can,  by  the  Method  in  gene¬ 
ral  recommended,  and  thereby  prevent  the 
Sweats  >  but  as  it  will  fometimes  happen 
that  proper  Methods  will  be  neglefted  at 
firft,  and  the  Sweats  not  only  fuffered  but 
encouraged,  it  would  be  extremely  worth 
while  to  attempt  faving  the  Patient’s  Life, 
in  fo  dangerous  a  Circumftance. 

And  there  is  nothing,  I  think,  fo  likely 
to  do  this,  as  the  giving  the  Cortex  at  fuch 
a  Time,  there  being  fome  Appearances 
that  feem  to  favour  this  Pradtice;  as,  that 
the  Symptoms  do  pretty  much  abate,  and 
the  Urine  grows  turbid  and  fettles  3  and 
yet  it  does  not  fo  certainly  appear  that 
thefe  Sweats  are  a  critical  Solution  of  a 
Paroxyfm,  as  to  encourage  one  to  put  the 
whole  Iffue  of  the  Affair  upon  this,  viz. 
That  the  Fever  may  be  brought  to  an  I  li¬ 
ter  ml  flion,  and  cured  by  the  Cortex ,  efpe- 
cially  as  fo  much  Hazard  apparently  attends 
the  miffing  the  Opportunity  of  giving  it ; 
befides  that  the  Difeafe  may  be  more  cer¬ 
tainly  cured  by  the  other  Method.  I  am 
not  certain  the  Cortex  will  fucceed  in  this 
Cafe,  having  had  no  Opportunity  of  ex¬ 
periencing  it,  fince  I  thought  of  it,  be- 
caefe  I  have  made  it  my  Care  as  much  as 
poffible  to  prevent  thefe  early  Sweats ;  but 
I  think  there  is  much  Reafon  to  expedt  it, 

and 
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and  there  cannot  furely  be  any  Hurt  in 
trying  it,  whereas  there  is  manifeftly  a 
great  deal,  in  placing  a  Confidence  in 
thefe  Sweats,,  and  the  favourable  Appear¬ 
ances  they  may  occafion.  I  would  there¬ 
fore  at  fuch  a  Time,  m.  when  the  Sweats 
had  continued  longer  than  ia  Hours,  in 
any  great  Degree,  without  any  Delay,  give 
9 ij  or  5/.  of  the  Puh.  Corf.  Peru,  in 
fome  proper  Vehicle  every  two  Hours,  till 
%j.  or  3x.  were  taken.  Afterwards  it  may 
be  given  at  greater  Diftances,  and  conti¬ 
nued  fome  Days  5  nor  is  there  any  Occa¬ 
fion  to  wait  till  the  Sweats  are  quite  off 
before  we  begin  upon  it,  left  the  Time  for 
giving  it  fhould  elapfe  by  the  hafty  Return 
of  the  Symptoms  5  for  I  fuppofe  we  may 
adt  here,  as  we  fometimes  do  in  Agues 
and  intermitting  Fevers,  where  the  Inter- 
million  is  fhort,  make  no  Difficulty  of 
giving  the  Bark,  tho’  the  Sweats  are  not 
gone  off,  or  the  Pulfe  quite  calm  5  the 
Bark  being  never  hurtful  admin lftred  on 
the  Declination  of  the  Fit,  but  only  on 
the  Approach  or  State  of  the  Faroxyfm  :  in 
the  Cafe  before  us  therefore,  one  would  fe- 
cure  as  much  Time  as  we  could,  becaufe 
fo  much  depends  upon  it.  If  this  Method 
fhould  not  quite  cure  the  Diftemper,  yet 
if  it  fhould  lave  the  Patient  from  the  im¬ 
mediate  Danger  that  threatens  him,  and 

E  only 
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only  give  Room  to  reftify  the  Errors  of 
any  former  Management,  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  End  would  be  anfwered  by  it;  and 
this  I  am  much  inclined  to  think  it  is  ca¬ 
pable  of  doing,  if  not  more.  However, 
the  whole  of  this  I  leave  to  the  Judg¬ 
ment  of  others,  not  being  able  to  fay  any 
thing  my  felf  upon  it  from  Experience. 
I  would  juft  take  the  Liberty  here  of  gi¬ 
ving  this  Advice  to  fuch,  whofe  Buiinels 
it  is  to  adminifter  the  Medicines,  to  be 
careful  to  make  ufe  of  the  beft  Cortex ; 
for  as  a  Life  fo  apparently  depends  upon 
it,  it  is  wicked  and  inhuman,  for  the  fake 
of  any  Profit,  to  difappoint  a  Man  in  an 
Affair  of  fuch  infinite  Importance  to  him  ; 
and  he  that  ferves  People  in  this  Manner, 
would  he  lerioully  coniider  it,  and  lay  it  to 
Heart,  could  not  help  looking  upon  him- 
fielf  as  very  little  different  from  a  wilful 
Murderer. 

Among  the  Directions  I  gave  concerning 
the  Method  of  Cure,  I  left  it  a  little  un¬ 
determined,  as  to  the  Preference  of  Pur¬ 
ges  to  Gliders,  but  I  think  I  am  now  ca¬ 
pable  of  faying,  upon  farther  Experience, 
that  the  former  is  much  to  be  preferred, 
as  affording  more  fpeedy  and  effectual  Re¬ 
lief.  And  indeed  the  more  I  examine 
into  this  Matter,  the  more  I  am  inclined 
to,  the  Method  of  Cure  by  Bleeding  and' 
•  3  Purging 
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Purging  only,  without  any  more  Confine¬ 
ment  to  the  Bed  than  at  another  Time, 
The  only  Objection  I  can  form  to  my- 
felf  in  that  it  has  feme  Tendency  to 
bring  on  an  Ague,  which  perhaps  ought 
to  have  no  great  Weight  with  one,  when 
it  is  conflder’d  how  eafily  an  Ague  brought 
on  thus  is  cured,  if  foon  undertaken  •>  and 
it  would  then  furely  be  a  happy  Thing,  to 
be  freed  from  fo  dangerous  a  Fever,  with 
fo  little  Trouble,  and  at  no  greater  Hazard 
than  that  of  a  flight  Ague. 

I  would  farther  obferve  concerning  this 
Fever,  that  though  on  its  flrft  Invafiom  it 
is  commonly  attended  with  the  Symptoms 
above  deferibed,  yet  it  frequently  puts  cn 
a  different  Appearance  which  will  much 
mi  flea,  d  our  Judgment,  unlefs  we  care¬ 
fully  attend  to  all  Circumftances;  and  this 
is  generally,  if  not  always  the  Cafe,  where 
the  Fever  attacks  a  Per  ion  Subject  to  any 
habitual  or  conftitutional  Difiemper,  as  the 
Afihma,  or  Stone,  for  inflance  3  for  here  the 
Difeafe  will  principally  affect  him  in  thofe 
parts,  which  arc  wont  to  be  difordered  by 
his  other  Difiemper,  and  many  of  the 
other  diftinguifhing  Symptoms  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver  be  wanting  5  when  this  is  the  Cafe, 
it  is  in  vain  to  attempt  to  remove  thefe 
Complaints,  which  are  merely  fymptoma- 
Xical  of  the  Fever  by  any  other  Method, 

£  a  than 
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than  that  which  cures  the  Fever 
and  this  Obfervation  we  fhould  always 
take  with  us,  in  the  Examination  of  any 
acute  Diftemper,  that  may  attack  a  Man 
at  a  Time,  when  there  is  alfo  a  reigning 
Epidemic. 

If  upon  the  whole  now  of  what  has 
been  faid  concerning  this  Fever,  there  is 
lufficient  Reafon  to  denominate  it  an  In¬ 
flammatory  one,  and  that  of  a  very  bad 
kind,  the  Reafonablenefs  and  Propriety  of 
the  Method  of  Cure,  muft  appear  to  every 
one  that  will  give  themfelves  Time  to 
reflect  impartially  upon  it.  Every  Body 
knows  that  the  Cure  of  external  Inflam¬ 
mations  is  attempted  by  Bleeding,  Purging 
and  cooling  Remedies,  and  no  one  ever 
thinks  of  keeping  his  Patient  in  Bed, 
Bliftering,  and  giving  hot  Cordials  :  and 
I  fee  no  Reafon  why  any  Diftemper  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  an  inflammatory  Difpofition 
of  the  Blood,  fhould  be  treated  in  a 
different  Manner.  There  are  no  Symp¬ 
toms  in  this  Fever  that  can  fairly  indi¬ 
cate  the  life  of  warm  ftimulating  Medi¬ 
cines,  and  a  hot  Regimen,  unlefs,  feme, 
imagine  the  Lownefs  of  the  Pulfe,  and 
the  Dejedlion  of  Spirits  are  fuch.  But  if 
thefe  may  he  juftly  accounted  for,  as  I 
think  they  may,  by  imputing  them  to 
Fulnefs  and  Qbftrudtion,  which  by  opc 

preflino- 
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prefling  Nature  prevents  the  Rife  of  ex¬ 
ternal  Symptoms  equal  to  the  Degree  of 
the  Inflammation,  the  contrary  Indication 
as  mod  certainly  the  true  one.  I  would 
therefore  again  ilrongly  inculcate  it,  as 
a  Matter  of  the  utmoft  Importance,  not 
to  he  intimidated  on  this  Account,  from 
proper  Bleeding  and  Purging  5  for  Ex¬ 
perience  conftantly  teaches,  that  the  Pulfe 
ftrengthens  upon  it,  and  the  Sick,  who 
was  before  extreamly  faint  and  dejefted, 
receives  a  great  Share  of  Spirits :  The 
contrary  to  which  would  certainly  be  the 
Cafe,  if  Weaknefs  was  the  Caufe  of  thofe 
Symptoms,  or  the  Diftemper  was  as  fome 
term  it,  a  nervous  Fever.

THIS  Cafe  was  printed  laft  Year,  and 
added  to  the  former  Edition  ;  being 
the  firft  Inftance  I  had  of  the  Succefs  of 
the  Method  of  Cure,  by  Bleeding  and  Pur¬ 
ging,  without  any  Confinement  to  the  Bed. 
I  have  given  it  here,  as  it  was  before,  in 
the  form  of  a  Diary.  The  new  Cafes  now 
added,  were  all  collected  from  the  fame 
kind  of  Diary,  which  I  conftantly  kept. 

Monday  Auguft  3,  1741.  Mr.  ST;  H.  about 
Twenty-fix  Years  of  Age,  of  a  fanguine 
Habit,  was  taken  ill  about  Noon  with 
a  Purging,  had  four  or  five  Stools  in  the 
Afternoon.  About  eight  in  the  Evening 
was  feized  with  a  violent  Pain  in  the 
Forepart  of  his  Plead,  was  a  little  Thir¬ 
dly,  very  hot  all  Night,  reftlefs,  and  flept 
but  little.  The  Family  fay,  he  fighed 
and  groaned  much  all  Night. 

Tuejday  Augujl  4.  One  o'  Clock  at  Noon . 

1  was  fent  for,  the  Symptoms,  a  violent 
Pain  in  the  Fore-part  of  the  Head  and 
Temples,  with  frequent  fharp  Shoots  of 
Pain,  abating  for  a  few  Minutes,  and 
returning  again  with  Violence,  but  little 
thirfty,  the  Tongue  moifl:  and  very  little 
white,  much  difpofed  to  fweat,  the  Pulfe 

very 
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very  low  and  feeble.  When  he  moved 
his  Feet  to  a  cool  Place  of  the  Bed,  had 
a  fmall  fhivering  all  over  him.  I  bled 
him  in  his  Bed  to  about  twelve  Ounces^ 
having  made  too  fmall  an  Orifice,  or  fhould 
have  taken  more.  I  directed  him  to  rife 
from  his  Bed,  and  if  he  could,  to  fit  up 
all  Day.  Sent  %fs  Sal  Nitri,  made  into 
a  Draught  with  fimple  Waters  only,  to 
be  taken  every  fix  Hours. 

Seven  in  the  Evening .  The  Pain  of 
the  Head  a  little  abated,  but  the  Head  more 
opprefled.  Some  Pains  about  the  Glands 
of  the  Throat,  much  inclined  to  fleep; 
Pulfe  very  low,  not  thirfty.  Being  now 
in  Bed,  the  Shivering  upon  Motion  con¬ 
tinued.  His  Fleih  felt  cool  and  temperate. 
I  directed  him  to  lie  with  little  Covering 
in  the  Night,  and  not  to  drink  too  freely 
for  Fear  of  Sweats,  his  Drink  to  be  Bar¬ 
ley-water  well  fharpened  with  Lemon, 
and  fweetned  to  his  Tafte,  and  only 
the  Chill  took  off.  I  fent  him  this  Lax¬ 
ative  Draught  to  be  taken  to-night..

Wednejdayy  Aug .  5.  Eight  in  the  Morning*. 
Slept  pretty  much  lafi:  Night,  but  his  Sleep 
was  hurried  and  diflurbed.  He  alfo  fweat 
much.  The  Purge  gave  four  Stools.  As> 
he  now  lay  in  Bed,  his  Head  did  not  ach 

much

much,  but  when  he  rofe  as  I  directed  him, 
it  ached  violently  upon  the  Motion  in 
dreffing  himfelf,  with  feme  fharp  Shoots 
of  Pain  about  the  Forehead  and  Temples, 
the  Throat  fore,  the  Tonfils  fwelled  and 
inflamed.  There  appeared  on  the  Back 
of  the  Hands,  and  about  the  Wrifts,  a 
few  fniall  Rifing  Bumps  like  Gnat-ftings, 
but  of  irregular  Shapes,  not  very  red, 
and  looked  as  if  a  little  Water  was  ga¬ 
thering  in  them.  The  Pulfe  dill  low, 
no  Third;,  I  took  away  x6  Ounces  of 
Blood, which  in  a  few  Minutes  appeared 
very  fizey  ;  (Yederday’s  Blood  not  fo,  but 
florid)  he  fainted  with  it,  but  foon  re¬ 
covered,  I  directed  him  to  lit  up,  if  he 
could,  all  Day,  if  not,  to  lay  down  on 
his  Bed  without  any  covering  upon  him, 
and  not  to  be  in  it  naked  in  the  Day  upon 
any  Account,  and  to  keep  his  Chamber- 
Window  open  in  the  Day,  (  the  Weather 
being  hot,)  forbad  him  eating  Flefh,  or  drin¬ 
king  any  Kind  of  Broth,  or  Wine,  and  to 
live  only  uponBarley  or  Water  Gruel,  and 
fuch  like  ;  Continued  the  Nitre  Draughts, 
fent  a  Quart  of  Pectoral  Drink  with  %ij 
Nitre  diilolved  in  it,  to  drink  of  pretty  often 
and  the  following  Julep.  R.  Aq.  font , 
fotif  Rofar.  D.  Slice.  Union*  ana  p/s.  Syr . 
Carioph .  3/.  M,  f  Julap .  four  or  five 

Spoonfuls 
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Spoonfuls  to  be  taken  thtee  or  four 
Times  a  Day,  or  oftnen 

One  fo  Clock .  The  Blood  taken  in  the 
Morning  had  Very  little  Serum  in  it.  The 
Pain  of  the  Head  much  abated  ;  but 
when  he  moved  it,  he  had  feme  Shoots 
of  Pain,  the  Head  ftill  heavy  and  oppref- 
fed,  his  Throat  better,  the  Pulfe  ftill  low, 
but  rather  ftronger.  He  was  very  lively 
and  ehearful,  now  and  then  had  fluftling 
Heats  with  fudden  fmall  Sweats*  no  Thirft, 
fate  up  in  his  Chair,  and  walk'd  about  the 
Room,  but  if  he  laid  down  fell  imme¬ 
diately  into  Sweats,  he  had  one  more  Stooh 
The  Eruptions  were  red  and  fiery,  and 
feme  had  fmall  white  Heads. 

Seven  in  the  Evening *  Had  been  pret¬ 
ty  eafy  all  the  x^fternoon  ;  when  he  laid 
down  on  the  Bed  was  much  inclined  to 
Sweats*  this  Evening  had  feme  ftrong  Shoots 
of  Pain,  extending  from  each  Temple 
acrofs  his  Forehead,  his  Pulfe  low,  but 
rather  feller  than  in  the  Morning,  no 
Thrift  ;  I  bled  him  again  to  18  or  20 
Ounces,  the  Blood  appeared  fizey,  he  fain*^ 
ted,  and  as  he  revived,  had  mod  violent 
Shoots  of  Pain  in  his  Temples  for  half 
a  Minute  or  fo.  Before  I  bled  him  the 


Eruptions  look'd  paler,  and  as  if  going 
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to  difappear.  I  propofed  a  Blifter,  which 
he  would  not  confent  to. 

Thurjday ,  Aug.  6.  Nine  in  the  Morning. 

Was  faint  and  Tick  for  an  Hour  after  I 

left  him  laft  Night,  did  not  fleep  till 

two  in  the  Morning,  then  flept  three  or 

four  Hours,  and  waked  in  a  very  great 

Sweat,  afterwards  llept  again.  The  Sleep 

eafy  and  agreeable,  had  a  Stool  about  feven 

this  Morning ;  as  he  now  lay  in  his  Bed 

was  quite  eafy  in  his  Head,  but  when 

he  rofe,  was  a  little  giddy  and  had  a  fmall 

Pain  acrofs  his  Forehead,  was  lively  and 

chearful  5  I  gave  him  juft  now  a  Purging 

Potion,  viz.  R.  Infuf.  Semite .  yij .  Manna 

5/.  Sir.  rof.  Sol.  Aq .  Paeon,  c .  ana  y‘s. 

M.f.  Potio.  1  directed  him  to  keep  up 

as  much  as  he  could,  to  drink  now  and 

then  Chicken  Broth  with  Bread  in  it. 

Notwithftanding  his  large  Bleeding,  his 

Pulfe  was  much  ftronger  this  Morning 

than  it  had  been  yet.  The  Eruptions 

looked  red  this  Morning,  and  the  Blood 

taken  away  laft  Night  was  lefs  fizey  than 

the  fecond,  with  a  good  deal  of  Serum 
*  • 
in  it. 

Two  o'  Clock.  Had  fome  Pain  in  the 
Fore-part  of  his  Head,  but  as  he  expref- 
fed  himfelf,  it  was  very  tolerable.  The 
Purge  moved  him  five  Times,  and  he 
vomited  twice,  the  Reaching  did  not  at 
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all  affect  his  Head,  his  Spirits  were  not  at 
all  funk,  rather  raifed.  The  Eruptions 
were  paler ;  when  he  mov’d  his  Head, 
had  a  little  Pain,  otherwife  none. 

Eight  in  the  Evening .  About  three  this 
Afternoon,  had  a  good  deal  of  Pain  in  fe- 
veral  Parts  of  his  Head,  but  mod  in  his 
Temples  and  Forehead,  which  failed  about 
two  Hours,  then  went  quite  off.  He  was 
now  eafy  and  chearful,  his  Pulfe  regular 
and  good,  while  his  Head  ached,  the  Erup¬ 
tions,  he  faid,  were  very  red,  now  fcarce 
difcernible.  I  fent  him  this  Evening  a 
Draught  with  %j  Diacodion  to  be  taken 
going  to  reft,  and  bid  him  drink  a  Glafs  of 
his  Lemon  Julep  after  it. 

Friday  Augufl  7.  Nine  in  the  Morning , 
Slept  well  laft  Night,  his  Head  quite  eafy, 
except  when  he  moved  it,  he  had  a  flight  Pain 
over  his  left  Eyebrow,  which  foon  went  off. 
The  Eruptions  almoft  gone;  he  faid  he  was 
hungry,  I  gave  him  leave  to  eat  fome  boi¬ 
led  Chicken,  and  drink  Small-Beer,  but  no 
Wine;  and  continued  his  Julep. 

Four  in  the  Afternoon .  Eat  the  Wing 
of  a  Chicken  for  Dinner,  had  no  Man¬ 
ner  of  Complaint,  but  wasbrifk  and  cheer¬ 
ful;  about  an  Hour  ago,  he  bled  at  the  Nofe 
about  half  a  Spoonful  or  more,  but  with 
no  Pain  either  before  or  after  it.  I  bid. 
him  drink  often  of  his  Julep,  and  fent 
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the  Purging  Portion  to  be  taken  in  the 
Morning, 

Saturday ,  Aug.  8.  Eleven  in  the  Morning , 
Had  refted  pretty  well  and  had  no  Com¬ 
plaint.  The  Eruptions  quite  gone. 

Eight  at  Night .  His  Purge  moved  him 
fix  or  feven  Times.  I  fent  him  his  Dia- 
codion  Draught  to  take  going  to  Bed. 

Sunday ,  Augujl  9,  Was  very  well.  I 
fent  him  this  Eledhiary  to  take  the  Quan¬ 
tity  of  a  Walnut  every  Night  to  procure 
a  Stool  or  two.  R.  EleB.  Lenitiv ,

CASE  II, 

Ml.  A .  about  35  Years  of  Age,  was 
taken  ill,  Augujl  12,  1741.  with  a 
ain  in  his  Bowels.  13/$,  Had  Pains 
about  his  Shoulders  and  Small  of  his  Back, 
14/&.  The  fame.  i$tb.  The  fame  with 
Gripings  in  his  Bowels.  16 th.  Rofe  in 
the  Morning  very  much  out  of  Order, 
but  went  abroad  when  he  return’d  he 
laid  down  on  his  Bed  a  few  Hours, 
and  when  he  rofe  again  was  almoft  de¬ 
lirious  ;  was  then  bled  to  the  Quantity  of 
16  Ounces,  and  bad  a  very  bad  Night, 
jyth.  A  Blifter  was  applied  between 
the  Shoulders,  He  was  confined  to  his 
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Bed,  and  fweat  very  much,  grew  more 
difordered  in  his  Head,  and  continued 
growing  worfe  ’till  the  zotb.  when  two 
Blifters  were  applied  to  his  Arms.  Thus 
far  is  the  Gentleman’s  own  Account,  which 
he  gave  me  after  his  Recovery  inWri* 
ting. 

The  z\Jl.  in  the  Afternoon,  the  Phy- 
fician  and  Apothecary  that  attended  him 
being  difmiffed,  I  was  fent  for ;  I  found 
him  very  much  diflu  rbed  in  his  Head, 
his  Countenance  wild  and  confus’d,  his 
Pulfe  was  very  low,  his  Tongue  white, 
and  frothy  with  eager  talking,  his  Belly 
tight  and  fwell’d,  his  Urine  clear  and 
high-coloured,  he  had  alfo  fm all  T  witch-* 
ings  in  his  Fingers.  I  was  unwilling  to 
do  anything  infuch  a  dangerous  Circurm* 
fiance  without  a  Phy fician,  and  another 
was  immediately  called  in.  Gentle  lax« 
ative  Draughts,  and  Nitrous  Medicines 
with  Caftor  were  prefcribed  for  him  $ 
he  was  taken  out  of  his  Bed,  and  laid, 
with  his  Cloaths  on,  upon  the  Bed,  The 
Chamber-Window  was  fet  open,  bis  Head 
was  fhaved,  Barley-Water  and  Lemon-* 
Juice  directed  for  common  Drink,  and  a 
general  cool  Regimen  purfued,  the  con*? 
trary  to  which  had  been  hitherto  flridt* 
\y  enjoined.  He  had  neverthelefs  a  very 
had  Night,  being  in  a  high  Phrenzy^ 
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and  could  fcarce  be  kept  on  his  Bed  by 
3  or  4  People.  The  next  Morning,  the 
22*/,  about  nine,  he  was  a  little  quieter, 
having  juft  before  had  two  Stools,  his  Pulfe, 
Tongue,  and  Urine  were  much  the  fame 
as  Yefterday,  his  Belly  not  fo  tight.  He 
was  now  bled  to  the  Quantity  of  1 6  Oun¬ 
ces,  and  he  feem’d  very  much  relieved  as 
he  was  Bleeding.  The  Blood,  when  cold, 
was  covered  with  a  thick  and  very  yellow 
Size,  and  had  but  little  Serum  in  it  ;  about 
two  Hours  after  Bleeding,  he  fell  afleep, 
and  flept  two  or  three  Hours  quietly,  and 
at  three  in  the  Afternoon,  all  the  Sym- 
toms  were  abated,  his  Pulfe  ftronger  and 
regular,  and  he  lay  upon  the  Bed  perfectly 
compos’d  and  fedate.  The  laxative  Medi¬ 
cines  were  continued,  and  the  fame  Regi¬ 
men  obferved.  The  Day  following,  the 
23*/,  he  was  quite  well  but  weak.  24 th 
He  took  a  gentle  Purge,  of  the  Infufion 
of  Senna,  &c.  and  an  Anodyne  at  Night. 
And  a  Day  or  two  after  went  down  Stairs 
very  well.  But  not  being  careful  enough 
in  his  Diet,  he  relapfed  the  3 1/?.  Hefent 
for  me  in  the  Morning-  juft  before  had 
been  eating  fome  Poffet,  which  had  dis¬ 
ordered  his  Stomach,  and  made  him  vo¬ 
mit  •  he  had  been  hot  and  reftlefs  in  the 
Night,  and  was  feverilh  at  this  Time.  I 
immediately  gave  him  an  Emetic,  and  af¬ 
terwards 
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ter  wards  Draughts  of  Sal  Abfynth .  ei  SuacetL 
Limoh .  every  fix  Hours  5  he  was  a  little 
better  in  the  Afternoon,  but  grew  worfe 
towards  Evening,  and  had  a  reftlels  Night* 
The  next  Day,  September  iji.  the  Fever 
was  on  all  Day,  but  went  off  about  two- 
ox  three  in  the  Morning  of  the  2 d,  as  near 
as  the  Family  could  judge  :  I  law  him 
about  Nine,  and  his  Pulfe  was  pretty 
calm,  but  he  began  to  feel  himfelf  un- 
eafy  ;  at  Ten  he  had  a  Ihivering  Fit; 
I  law  him  again  foon  after,  his  Pulfe 
was  quick,  his  Flefh  very  hot,  and  he 
grew  thirfty.  I  bid  him  go  to  Bed,  gave 
him  feme  cordial  Medicines,  and  direded 
him  to  drink  freely  of  Whey  or  Barley^ 
Water.  In  the  Evening  at  eight ,  being 
in  a  gentle  Sweat,  and  lying  pretty  quiet, 
I  was  in  hopes  the  Fever  would  again 
be  off  towards  Morning,  and  therefore 
lent  the  Bark  to  be  given  as  foon  as  it 
fhould  be  fo,  but  there  being  no  Inter- 
miflion  it  was  not  given. 

At  eight  in  the  Morning,  the  3^.  I 
found  the  Fever  very  high,  at  ten  I  vi- 
fited  him  again,  the  Symptoms  were  abated, 
and  he  began  to  fweat  pretty  much, 
which  encouraged  me  to  expect  the  Fit 
would  loon  terminate  :  but  between  twelve 
and  one,  he  was  fuddenly  taken  with  a 
Purging,  had  three  large  watery  Stools, 
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following  quick  upon  one  another,  and 
fucceeded  by  a  ftrong  lliivering  Fit,  Which 
laftcd  about  half  an  Hour,  and  was  juft 
oft*  when  I  came  to  him  at  one ;  I  found 
him  extremely  difordered,  his  Spirits  very 
much  funk,  his  Head  confus’d,  fcarce 
fenfible  or  able  to  fpeak,  his  Pulfe  low 
and  fluttering,  and  his  Fle/h  very  cool. 
I  gave  him  immediately  guff.  2  5  Laud, 
Liq*  Syd>  At  three  in  the  Afternoon,  I 
vifited  him  again,  he  had  lain  quiet  ever 
fince,  and  without  Stools,  his  Flelh  was 
warm,  his  Pulfe  itronger  but  very  quick, 
and  the  Sweats  were  returning  At  debt 
in  the  Evening,  he  was  fail  afleep,  and 
in  a  profuie  Sweat,  his  Pulfe  grown  flron- 
ger  but  ftill  quick,  he  had  been  a  little 
faint  and  confus’d  about  an  Hour  before, 
but  it  fbon  went  off :  finding  him  in 
this  Situation,  I  thought  it  would  hard¬ 
ly  be  iafe  to  wait  till  the  Sweats  were 
quite  off,  and  his  Pnlfe  grown  calm, 
before  I  gave  him  the  Bark  :  I  there- 
fore  wak’d  him,  and  gave  him  9/)’*  in 
a  Draught,  he  fell  afleep  again  imme¬ 
diately,  and  flcpt  found  ’till  ten,  when 
I  again  vifited  him.  He  was  in  a  tine 
Sweat,  very  calm  and  temperate,  and  his 
Pulfe  of  a  good  Strength,  but  a  little 
quick.  I  gave  him  another  Dole  of  the 
Bark,  and  ordered  the  Repetition  of  it 

every 
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fcVeiy  two  Hours  all  Night,  adding  to 
the  fecond  and  fifth  Dofe  from  hence 
gutt .  v.  Laud .  Liq .  thefe  to  be  taken  if 
he  fhbuld  have  Stools,  otherwife  the 
Draughts  without  the  Laud .  He  had 
a  very  good  Night,  took  the  Draughts 
with  the  Laud \  having  had  two  fmall 
Stools.  And  by  eight  in  the  Morning 
the  4 ihy  he  had  taken  near  ^v.  of  the 
Bark,  was  entirely  free  from  the  Fever, 
his  Pulfe  regular  and  Urine  feparated* 
But  he  complain’d  of  being  very  Deaf, 
He  continued  the  Bark  ’till  he  had  ta¬ 
ken  about  In  three  or  four  Days 

the  Deafnefs  went  quite  off*  and  he  was 
very  welh  He  remained  fo  till  the  14/A* 
when  the  Fever  returned  again,  and  was 
again  cured  by  the  Bark;  Much  the 
fame  Accident  happened  on  the  going 
off  of  the  Fit*  as  before,  but  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  were  not  fo  violent  5  they  were 
removed  again  by  the  Opiate,  and  the 
Bark  after  it*  and  he  once  more  re¬ 
vered  :  But  notwithftanding  the  Bark  was 
given  preventively,  he  relapfed  again  the 
zbth  y  but  the  Paroxfyms  were  milder, 
and  much  eafier  removed;  He  now  con¬ 
tinued  well,  till  the  15 th.  of  OBoberi 
when  he  was  taken  in  the  Night  with 
a  violent  Purging,  having  had  near  twen¬ 
ty  Stools  by  ten  or  eleven  next  Morn- 
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Ing  |  I  gave  him  about  Noon  this  Bolus, 
and  ordered  it  to  be  repeated,  at  Night,  if 
the  Purging  continued.  R .Ocul.  Cancr.pp. 
Conf.  fracaft .  f.  m.  aa  djm  P.  Rhabarb . 
9/y.  Land,  Liq .  £)’*/.  gu  Ary.  5yr.  mecon . 
<7.  r.  M.  f.  Bolus .  The  next  Day  his 
Purging  was  quite  gone,  he  had  taken 
but  one  Bolus,  and  faid,  he  now  thought 
himfelf  better  than  he  had  been  in  any 
part  of  his  lllnefs,  and  from  that  Time 
recovered  a  good  State  of  Health,  and 
ftill  enjoys  it.

August  25.  1741.  Mr.  h.  about 

twenty-two  Years  of  Age,  had  been 
three  or  four  Days  ill,  with  Pains  in  his  Head 
and  Limbs,  for  which  he  had  taken 
Things  to  make  him  fweat,  which  he 
had  done  very  profufely.  When  I  firft 
faw  him,  his  Complaints  were  a  Gid- 
dinefs  and  Faintnefs,  much  Pain  and  Op- 
preffion  on  his  Head,  Trembling  and 
Wearinefs  of  his  Limbs,  Weight  on  his 
Bread:,  with  a  frequent  fhort  Cough,  his 
Pulfe  was  low  and  quick,  his  Eyes  alfo 
were  hot  and  ached  much.  He  was  of 
a  fanguine  Habit,  and  had  lately  lived 
pretty  freely.  I  took  away  .16  Ounces 
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of’  Blood  or  more,  which  was  very  florid ; 
he  foon  appeared  much  relieved,  and  an 
Hour  or  two  after  thought  himfelf  al- 
moft  well :  I  purged  him  next  Day 
with  the  Infuflon  of  Senna  and  Manna, 
and  gave  him  an  Anodoyne  after  it, 
going  to  reft ;  the  third  Day  he  was  in 
all  refpedls  well,  except  his  Cough:  I 
propos’d  purging  him  again,  but  he 
would  not  take  any  thing  more.  He 
continued  well,  only  his  Cough  was  trouble- 
iome  for  a  few  Days.

AUGUST  29.  1741.  A  young  Man 
about  twenty,  had  complained  a 
few  Days  of  a  Giddinefs  and  Pain  in 
his  Head,  with  great  Confufion  and  An¬ 
xiety,  Pain  and  Oppreflipn  on  his  Breafts, 
fmall  Shiverings,  and  frequent  Reaching 
to  vorqit ;  his  Pulfe  was  quick  but  low, 
his  Tongue  white,  but  he  had  very 
little  Third:  *  I  took  away  twelve  Oun¬ 
ces  of  Blood,  a  few  Hours  after  gave 
an  Emetic,  and  the  next  Morning  a 
purging  Potion.  The  third  Day  he  went 
abroad  very  well,  and  continued  fo.

SEPTEMBER  j.  1741.  Mr.  R,  N, 
about  thirty-feyen  Years  of  Age,  com-* 
plained  of  a  great  Heavinefs  and  Pain  in 
his  Head,  chiefly  the  Fore-part,  Trembling 
and  Wearinefs  of  his  Limbs,  Oppreflion 
on  his  Breaft,  with  great  Faint nefs,  An¬ 
xiety,  and  Confulion  of  Spirits,  his  Pulfe 
was  extremely  low,,  his  Tongue  clean 
and  moift ;  he  had  been  coftive  fome 
Pays.  About  eighteen  Ounces  of  Blood 
were  taken  away,  and  a  cooling  Diet  and 
Regimen  directed .  In  the  Evening  he 
was  much  better.  The  next  Morning 
be  took  a  Purging  Potion  of  Senna,  &c . 
and  the  third  Day  was  intirely  free  from 
all  his  Complaints.  The  2  jth,  of  Sep¬ 
tember  he  was  difordered  again,  in  much 
the  fame  Mannner,  but  not  to  fuch  a 
Degree,  and  was  cured  in  a  few  Days 
by  only  a  little  Abftinence,  and  two  ox 
three  Dofes  of  Rhubarb.

SEPTEMBER  4.  1741.  Mr.  L. ^ 
bout  twenty-fix  Years  of  Age,  fent 

for 
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for  me  in  the  Evening  ;  His  Symptoms 
were  a  fmall  Pain  and  Weight  on  his 
Forehead*  Wearinefs,  Aching  and  Trem¬ 
bling  in  his  Limbs,  Faintnefs,  and  Hur¬ 
ry  of  Spirits,  and  a  flight  Pifpofltion  to 
fweat;  his  Tongue  moift  and  clean,  and 
Pulfe  very  low;  I  immediately  took  a- 
way  fourteen  Ounces  of  Blood.  Soon 
after  Bleeding  he  had  a  very  acute  Pain 
la  his  right  Leg,  which  lafted  about  3 
Minute.  I  called  upon  him  an  Hour 
after,  he  feenfld  much  relieved,  and  was 
pretty  chearful.  I  diredted  a  light  and 
cooling  Diet,  gave  him  a  laxative  Draught; 
going  to  reft,  and  fent  a  Lemon  Julep 
fpr  him  to  drink  a  Glafs  of  frequently. 
He  was  very  reftlefs  till  Midnight,  but 
afterwards  flept  pretty  well.  The  $th% 
about  eight  in  the  Morning,  I  found  him 
faint,  much  difpofed  to  fweat,  and  in¬ 
clined  to  vomit,  his  Pulle  low.  Urine 
high  coloured,  not  at  all  Thirfty,  no f 
fcarce  any  Whitenefs  on  his  Tongue;  I  de¬ 
fined  him  to  rife,  which  he  did  about 
nine,  foon  after  complain'd  of  Pain  in 
his  Head  and  Legs ;  at  two  p’  Clock,  was 
much  better,  and  contrary  to  Directions, 
had  eat  fome  Chicken  for  Dinner  ;  how¬ 
ever  he  remain’d  pretty  well  all  Day 
^nd  eat  again  Chicken  for  Supper.  I  fent 
him  a  Paging  Infufion,  to  take  in  the 
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Morning;  he  had  a  redlefs  Night,  had 
but  little  Sleep,  what  he  had  was  irre¬ 
gular  and  didurbed.  He  was  alfo  hot,  and 
a  little  thirfty.  When  I  faw  him  in  the 
Morning  the  6th,  he  complained  of  Pains 
and  Wearinefs  in  his  Knees  and  Legs, 
feme  Pain  and  Oppreffion  on  his  Head, 
the  fame  on  his  Bread,  with  frequent  Sigh¬ 
ing,  his  Pulfe  low  and  labouring,  Tongue 
white,  but  little  Third,  his  Urine  very 
high  coloured ;  he  had  taken  the  Purge,  but 
brought  it  up  again  immediately.  I  bled 
him  again,  in  his  Bed,  to  the  Quantity 
of  fixteen  or  eighteen  Ounces ;  the  Blood 
was  fizey.  As  he  was  bleeding,  his  Pains 
and  other  Symptoms  abated,  and  he  was 
not  faint  with  it.  An  Hour  after  I  gave 
him  a  Purging  Draught  of  EleSfJ  Len- 
ittv.  et  Cretn.  Tart,  and  defired  him  to 
keep  from  his  naked  Bed,  and  if  faint 
to  lie  down  in  his  Clothes,  and  to  be 
careful  in  his  Diet.  At  Noon  all  the 
Symptoms  were  condderably  abated,  he 
had  been  very  faint,  while  fitting  up, 
but  foon  recovered  his  Spirits  on  lying 
down,  and  keeping  dill  :  The  Purge  gave 
fix  Stools  by  Evening,  and  he  was  then 
free  from  all  his  Complaints,  his  Pulfe 
dronger  and  quite  regular,  and  reded 
well  the  following  Night.  The  jtb  Day 
about  Noon,  he  complained  of  nothing 

but 
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but  Faintnefs,  for  which  I  then  advis’d, 
him  to  take  a  Glafs  of  Wine  and  a 
Toaft,  and  to  eat  fome  Chicken  for  Din¬ 
ner,  which  he  did,  and  in  the  Evening 
was  in  very  good  Spirits,  without  any 
Diforder  at  all;  I  gave  him  a  laxative 
Draught  going  to  reft.  The  next  Day 
he  was  very  well,  and  in  a  Day  or  two 
went  abroad.

SEPTEMBER  12th y  1741.  Mr.  BL 
about  forty-eight  Years  of  Age, 
had  been  two  or  three  Days  ill  with  Pains 
and  Heavinefs  in  his  Head,  Trembling 
and  Wearinefs  in  his  Limbs.  Yefterday 
in  the  Evening  was  taken  with  a  Shiver¬ 
ing,  and  had  more  Pain  in  his  Head, 
an  Oppreflion  on  his  Breaft,  and  was  very 
faint ;  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Night 
hot  and  reftlefs  ;  towards  Morning,  fweat 
profufely,  but  inftead  of  being  reliev’d 
by  it,  found  his  Head  fo  much  diforder ed,t 
that  he  was  almoft  lightheaded.  He  was 
fitting  up  in  the  Afternoon  when  I  firft 
faw  him,  when  he  gave  me  the  foregoing 
Account :  The  Symptoms  he  complained  of 
then  to  me,  were  much  the  fame  as  above, 
viz.  Pain,  Heavinefs,  Trembling,  Weari- 
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hefs,  and  Oppreffion  on  the  Bread:  ;  hh 
Pulfe  was  full  and  quick,  and  his  Tongue 
white,  I  took  away  fourteen  Ounces  of 
Blood,  which  was  fizey,  direfted  a  light 
Diet,  and  cool  Regimen*  and  fent  him  fome 
laxative  Medicines.  He  refted  well  in  the 
Night,  the  next  Morning  had  five  or 
fix  Stools,  and  in  the  Afternoon*  when 
I  vifited  him,  was  quite  well.

MR  G .  about  forty  Years  of  Age* 

had  been  ill  about  twelve  Days. 
The  Symptoms  defcribed  to  me*  were 
thofe  common  to  this  Fever;  he  had  been 
once  blooded  to  about  eight  Ounces,  and 
and  had  had  one  Blifter,  had  been  kept 
hot,  and  fweat  very  much  ;  I  was  fent  for 
to  him  the  2  yth3  of  September  in  the  Even *4 
ing,  I  found  him  weak  and  low,  but 
without  any  very  apparent  Signs  of  a 
Fever  upon  him,  except  that  he  was 
drowfy,  and  a  little  confus’d  in  his  Head. 
His  Wife  told  me,  that,  for  feveral  Even-^ 
ings  paft,  he  had  been  as  well,  as  he  feem’d 
now,  that  he  generally  grew  bad  about 
Midnight,  was  hot  and  reftlefs  the  Re-* 
mainder  of  the  Night,  and  continued  fo 
till  about  Noon  the  following  Pay,  when 
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he  began  to  fweat,  and  in  the  Evening 
was  as  I  now  found  him  ;  having  no 
other  Account  but  this  to  judge  from,  I 
thought  it  beft  to  wait  till  Morning, 
before  I  did  any  thing  of  Confequence 
for  him.  The  28 th^  I  was  informed  he 
had  had  a  bad  Night,  growing  worfe  at 
the  ufual  Time.  He  was  this  Morning 
reftlefs,  and  much  difordered  in  his 
Head,  his  Pulfe  quick  but  low,  his  Fiefh 
not  very  hot,  his  Tongue  white,  and 
Urine  pale.  I  gave  him  fome  warm 
cordial  Medicines,  and  in  the  Evening  he 
was  in  a  plentiful  Sweat,  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  feem’d  much  abated,  his  Urine  not 
fo  pale,  his  Pulfe  quick,  but  ftronger 
than  in  the  Morning.  About  two  Hours 
afcer,  finding  him  ftill  calmer,  and  the 
Sweats  continuing,  I  gave  him  5/  of 
the  Bark,  in  a  Draught,  and  ordered  it 
to  be  repeated  every  two  Hours.  He 
had  a  pretty  good  Night,  and  flept  more 
than  he  had  done  for  many  Nights  be¬ 
fore.  The  29 thy  at  eight  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing,  he  was  to  Appearance  much  better 3 
lying  very  quiet  and  eafy,  his  Tongue 
moift,  and  very  little  white,  and  with¬ 
out  any  Thirft.  But  there  remained  too 
much  Quicknefs  on  the  Pulfe,  and  his 
Urine  was  grown  very  high  coloured ; 
He  had  taken  %vj.  of  Bark,  but  I  thought 
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it  was  fafeft  to  defiff  giving  any  more. 
Between  ten  and  eleven ,  he  began  to  grow 
very  ill  again,  I  was  fent  for,  and  when 
I  came  to  him,  which  was  about  an  Hour 
after,  I  found  him  throwing  himfelf  a- 
bout  the  Bed,  not  in  a  violent,  but  in  , 
a  ftupid,  drowfy  Manner.  There  appeared 
great  Dejection  and  Confuflonin  his  Coun¬ 
tenance  \  his  Pulfe  was  quick  but  very 
low*  he  drew  his  Breath  with  Labour, 
on  his  Breaft  appeared  very  fmall  Erup¬ 
tions,  lying  deep,  but  in  great  Numbers, 
fome  florid,  others  of  a  purple  Caft.  Thefe 
Symptoms,  with  the  very  high  Colour 
of  his  Urine,  were,  I  thought,  evident 
Signs  of  great  Inflamation,  and  Obftruc- 
tion,  and  I  determined  immediately  to  alter 
my  Method,  and  purfue  a  cooler:  Ac¬ 
cordingly  I  began  by  taking  away  Oun¬ 
ces  of  Blood,  which  in  a  few  Minutes  ap¬ 
peared  extremely  lizey;  he  bore  the  Bleed¬ 
ing  well,  and  was  foon  relieved  by  it. 

I  ordered  him  to  be  kept  cool,  and  out 
of  his  naked  Bed  in  the  Day,  directed 
his  Head  to  be  fhaved,  fome  Lemonade 
to  be  made,  and  drank  no  warmer  than 
a  Toaft  would  make  it,  which  I  allowed 
him  to  eat  if  he  liked  it,  and  to  drink 
frequently  of  the  Liquor.  I  called  up¬ 
on  him  an  Hour  after,  defigning  to  give 
him  a  laxative  Draught,  I  had  with 
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in  order  to  carry  off  the  Bark,  as  well 
as  promote  his  Care  $  but  finding  he  had 
had  three  loofe  Stools  fince  his  Bleeding, 
I  omitted  it ;  he  found  himfelf  already 
better,  and  was  extremely  refrefhed  by 
the  Lemonade.  In  the  Evening  the  Symp¬ 
toms  were  very  much  abated ;  indeed  ah* 
moil:  gone ;  his  Pulfe  was  ftronger,  and 
but  little  quick,  and  his  Urine  of  a  good 
citrine  Colour ;  his  Tongue  was  moift,  but 
towards  the  Root  was  grown  as  black  as 
if  tinged  with  Ink;  he  was  very  little 
thirfty.  Having  had  but  another  Stool 
fince  Morning,  I  fent  him  two  laxative 
Draughts,  with  %iij  EleB.  Lenitiv .  y.  Crem ... 
*1  art.  in  each,  one  to  be  taken  going  to 
reft,  and  the  other  fix  Hours  after,  if 
no  Stools  fhould  be  had  before.  I  alfo 
left  an  Anodyne  Draught  with  twenty 
Drops  Laud.  Liq.  Syd .  in  it,  with  Di¬ 
rections,  to  give  it  at  any  Time,  if  he 
fhould  have  three  or  four  Stools,  and  be 
ruffled  by  them.  He  had  a  quiet  Night, 
and  about  four  Hours  good  Sleep  in  all. 
The  30 th,  in  the  Morning,  he  was  very 
compos'd,  and  with  no  urgent  Symptoms 
upon  him.  His  Pulfe,  Tongue,  and  U- 
rine  were,  as  the  Night  before  ;  he  had 
taken  both  the  Draughts,  but  had  yet 
no  Stool ;  I  therefore  gave  him  another. 
He  complained  of  being  deaf,  and  of 
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a  Weaknefs  in  his  Head,  that  he  could 
fcarce  bear  it  up,  but  was  forced  to 
recline  it  continually ;  v  both  thefe  Symp¬ 
toms  lafted  feveral  Days,  but  gradually 
went  off.  In  the  Evening,  the  Symptoms 
were  the  fame :  having  within  a  fmall 
Time  paft  had  three  large  loofe  Stools  5 
I  gave  him  the  Anodyne,  and  he  had  a 
very  good  Night. 

Odiober  iji .  The  Eruptions  on  the  Skin 
were  very  numerous,  and  had  the  fame  Ap¬ 
pearance  ;  his  Head  was  no  ways  difcom- 
pofed,  but  from  the  Weaknefs  abovemen- 
tioned  5  his  Pulfe  pretty  regular,  and  his 
Urine  had  a  large  Sediment.  But  he 
complained  that  he  had  coughed  very 
much  this  Morning,  and  had  fome  fmall 
Pains  at  his  Bread.,  on  which  I  again  bled 
him  to  about  the  quantity  of  five  Oun¬ 
ces  ;  the  Blood  was  as  fizey  as  the  for¬ 
mer  ;  an  Flour  after  Bleeding  I  gave  him 
a  gentle  Purge  of  the  I11  full  on  of  Senna 
and  Manna ,  which  moved  him  fix  Times, 
and  at  Night  I  gave  an  oily  Draught, 
with  5/.  Syr.  Diacod .  in  it.  The  2 d,  in 
the  Morning,  the  Cough  was  better,  e- 
very  thing  elfe  much  the-  fame,  the 
Blacknefs  of  the  Tongue  began  to  lefien 
the  Eruptions  fcarce  appeared;  he  had 
been  in  a  very  gentle  Sweat  almofi:  all 
Night,  and  was  flill  in  it,  and  as  no  hurt 
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could  now  arife  from  it,  but  rather  Be¬ 
nefit,  I  encouraged  it  by  dire&idg  a 
few  Drops  of  Sp.  C.C.  p.Je .  to  be  taken 
now  and  then  in  his  common  Liquors* 
and  bid  him  not  rife  till  the  Afternoon. 
For  his  Cough  he  took  the  common 
Pectorals.  His  Mourifhment  was  of  Pa¬ 
nada, Water-Gruel,  and  fometimes  a  roafted 
Apple.  On  the  3 d.  he  was  able  to  fit  up 
the  greateft  Part  of  the  Day,  and  to  the 
eighth  continued  mending,  and  gathering 
Strength ;  but  his  Cough  was  fometimes 
troublefpme  to  him.  On  the  9 thy  he 
complained  very  much  of  the  Cough,  and 
had  fome  Pains  on  his  Bread;  •  where¬ 
fore  I  took  away  feven  Ounces  of  Blood, 
which  was  ftill  very  fizey,  but  had  a  great 
deal  of  Serum  in  it*  The  loth  he  took 
the  Purging  Potion  again,  and  the  Ano¬ 
dyne  with  Oil  going  to  reft.  The  12 fhy 
having  ftill  fome  Cough  remaining,  with 
a  little  Pain,  I  took  away  four  Ounces 
more  of  Blood,  which  ftill  had  the  fame 
Appearance.  The  13 thy  He  purged  a- 
gain,  and  took  the  Anodyne.  And  the 
i$th.  the  Cough  quite  left  him,  and  he 
has  fince  enjoyed  a  good  State  of  Health.

fired  by  a  Friend,  to  vifit  a  Girl 

about  16.  whofe  Parents  were  in  low

Circumftances  ;  (he  had  been  ill  of  a  Fe¬ 
ver  eleven  Days,  had  been  kept  contin¬ 
ually  in  Bed,  had  fweat  very  much  at 
the  beginning  of  her  Illnefs,  having  ta¬ 
ken  hot  Things  for  that  Purpofe  ;  at  firfi 
ihe  was  not  Thirfty,  but  a  few  Days 
paft,  had  a  great  deal  of  Third:,  and  her 
Tongue  and  Mouth  were  parch’d  and  dry: 
Sometimes  file  had  been  almoft  light¬ 
headed,  at  other  Times  drowfy,  and 
ftupid,  was  coftive  at  firfi,  but  had  two 
Days  ago,  feven  Stools  in  a  few  Hours: 
This  Account  I  had  from  her  Mother. 
The  Symptoms  upon  her  when  I  firfi 
faw  her,  were  a  final!  Pain  and  Weight 
on  her  Plead,  Opprefiion  cm  her  Breaft, 
Inquietude  and  Anxiety,  her  Pulfe  quick 
but  low,  her  Urine  high-coloured,  her 
Face  florid,  and  her  Skin  full  of  finall 
Eruptions ;  her  Tongue  was  very  foul, 
and  covered  with  a  white  Skin.  She  was 
alfo  fo  faint,  that  file  could  not  bear  to 
fit  up  a  few  Minutes.  I  bled  her  to 
about  the  Quantity  of  fix  Ounces,  the 
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Blood  was  florid,  and  when  cold  had  but 
little  Serum,  in  it ;  £he  did  not  faint  with 
it,  but  appeared  in  a  quarter  of  an  Hours 
Time  much  relieved  by  it.  I  gave  her 
%ij.  Elixir  Vitriol ,  mixed  in  a  common 
Julap,  of  about  $x.  and  ordered  a  Wine 
Glafs  to  be  given  every  fix  Hours,  and 
that  fhe  fhould  be  kept  cool,  and  drink 
freely  of  Barley-Water.  The  next  Mor¬ 
ning  the  17 th,  I  found  her  better,  fhe 
had  had  no  Stool  fince  the  14/k  I  ^ave 
her  this  Purging  Potion,  R.  Fol.  Sennce .  yjs* 
Lamarind .  g/J.  coque  in  Ay.  font  q.  f  ad 
fij.  adde  Mann.ys.  M .  She  had  by  Even¬ 
ing  flve  Stools,  and  took  an  Anodyne, 
with  gutt,  xv.  Laud ,  Liq,  going  to  reft, 
fhe  flept  well,  and  the  ic6th.  in  the 
Morning  was  much  better ;  the  Eruptions 
flili  appeared  ;  her  Pulfe  was  more  re¬ 
gular,  and  not  fo  low,  and  her  Tongue 
was  cleaner,  and  moift  3  being  faint,  I 
fent  her  a  cordial  Julap,  to  take  a  Glafs 
of now  and  then:  the  igth,  in  the  Morning, 
finding  her  ftill  better,  and  her  Urine  with 
a  large  Sediment  in  it,  I  again  gave  her 
the  Purging  Potion,  and  an  Anodyne 
alfo  at  Night.  The  2 oth^  fhe  continued 
mending,  I  directed  her  to  rife  a  few 
Hours  daily,  to  take  fuitable  Nourifhment 
of  Broths,  or  other  light  Food,  and  gave 
her  every  Day,  for  a  few  Days  follow- 
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rng,  a  few  grains  of  Rhubarb,  which  gave 
her  about  two  Stools  a  Day,  and  fhe  foon 
recovered. 


CASE  X. 

W.  M.  about  thirty  Years  of  Age, 
a  Gentleman’s  Servant,  was  taken  ill 
October  28.  1741.  in  the  Evening,  with 
a  fhivering,  lucceeded  by  Heat  and 
Reftleffnefs,  which  lafted  till  towards 
Morning,  when  he  fweat  pretty  much, 
but  role,  was  better,  and  kept  about  the 
Houfe  all  Day  ;  the  two  fucceeding  Nights 
and  Days  were  the  fame  5  the  31//,  I  tirffc 
had  the  Care  of  him.  I  was  inclined  to 
think,  his  Illnefs  would  be  an  intermit¬ 
ting  Fever,  both  from  the  preceding  Ac¬ 
count,  and  fome  other  Circumftances, 
previous  to  this  Illnefs  ;  for  he  had  been 
leveral  Weeks  in  one  of  the  Hofpitals 
on  Account  of  a  Diforder  in  his  left  Eye, 
contracted  by  the  Small-Pox,  which  Dif- 
temper  he  had  lad  Summer.  For  this  Dif¬ 
order  he  had  ufed  Evacuations  frequently, 
particularly  was  bled  about  a  Week 
pad  with  Leeches,  and  the  Blood 
not  being  ealily  bopped,  he  loft,  as  lie 
laid,  12  or  14  Ounces.  Thefe  things 
conddered,  I  did  not  imagine  there 
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was  occafion  to  ufe  any  more  Evacuations, 
but  thought  it  reafonable  to  expert  the 
Fever  would  foon  come  to  an  Inter- 
miffion.  In  this  View,  I  began  with  ail 
Emetic,  and  afterwards  gave  him  Medi¬ 
cines  with  Sal.  Abfynth.  Sec.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  Night  he  was  much  the  fame 
as  the  former  ones. 

November  ift .  in  the  Forenoon.  I  found 
him  fweating  freely,  but  the  Fever  not 
off.  In  the  Evening  alfo  he  was  in  a 
Sweat,  but  tho’  he  lay  pretty  eafy,  yet 
there  was  a  Quicknefs  on  his  Pulfe,  and 
his  Urine  was  high  coloured  ;  his  Tongue 
alfo  white,  but  attended  with  no  great 
Third;  the  following  Night  he  flept 
pretty  well,  but  was  generally  in  a  Sweat, 
deeping  or  waking.  The  2 d  in  the 
Morning,  he  complained  of  fome  Pain  in 
his  Head,  and  a  Weight  on  the  back 
part  of  it,  and  was  very  reftlefs,  his  Pulfe 
was  quick,  but  not  ftrong,  the  Urine  much 
paler,  and  clear,  except  a  fmall  Cloud  fuf- 
pended  in  it.  I  gave  him  iome  moderate 
cordial  Medicines,  and  kept  him  in  Bed, 
in  hopes  the  Fever  would  go  off,  and 
afford  me  an  Opportunity  to  give  the 
Bark:  but  I  was  deceived  in  my  Expec¬ 
tations.  He  fweat  plentifully  in  the  Even¬ 
ing,  and  the  Symptoms  feemed  to  remit : 
but  the  following  Night,  he  palfed  very 
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unquietly,  being  much  difordered  in  hfe 
Head,  and  tho’  he  had  a  good  deal  of 
Sleep,  it  was  not  refrefhing,  but  irregular 
and  difturbed  ;  and  he  muttered  and  talked 
in  it  continually.  In  the  Morning  the 
3  d.  his  Head  was  pretty  much  confus’d, 
his  Tongue  whiter,  he  cough’d  frequent¬ 
ly,  and  drew  his  Breath  hard,  and  his 
Pulfe  was  very  quick.  I  took  away  eight 
Ounces  of  Blood,  he  feem’d  better  ail  Day, 
but  grew  worfe  again  in  the  Evening, 
and  had  a  very  unquiet  Night :  He  had 
alfo  three  large  loofe  Stools.  The  4 thy 
in  the  Morning,  he  had  a  reaching  to  vo¬ 
mit,  and  the  other  Symptoms  had  no 
Abatement.  The  Urine  he  made  was 
very  pale,  but  not  in  large  Quantities  ; 
I  gave  him  this  Morning,  fifteen  gr.  of 
Ipecacuanha ,  and  continued  the  fame 
Medicines  as  before.  He  had  again  a  ve¬ 
ry  bad  Night,  rather  more  unquiet  than  any 
yet.  When  I  came  to  him  the  fifth,  in 
the  Morning,  I  found  him  much  difor¬ 
dered  in  his  Head,  his  Countenance  wild 
and  confufed,  incoherent  in  his  Difcourfe, 
liis  Pulfe  very  quick,  but  not  high,  and 
his  Urine  was  high  coloured  5  his  Cough 
was  alfo  very  frequent,  but  not  ftrong,  and 
he  complain’d  of  much  Oppreffion  on  his 
Breaft.  I  concluded  now,  it  would  be  in 
vain  to  expert  an  Intermiffion  of  this  Fe- 
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ver,  and  imagining  the  bad  Symptoms  he 
had,  were  the  mere  Effect  of  the  Method 
I  had  ufed  in  Expectation  of  it,  I  deter- 
mined  upon  altering  it,  and  purfaing  a 
cooler;  I  therefore  immediately  took  a- 
way  feven  Ounces  of  Blood,  which  was 
very  fizey,  ordered  him  to  be  taken  up, 
and  laid  on  his  Bed  with  his  Cloaths  on, 
directed  alight  and  cooling  Diet,  and  an 
Hour  after  Bleeding  gave  him  3 ijjs  Infuf 
Serin,  with  y's.  Mannce.  and  between 
whiles,  Medicines  with  Sperma  Cati .  £?. 
Sal.  Nitri.  In  the  Evening,  all  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  were  much  alleviated,  he  had  yet 
had  but  two  Stools,  but  left  he  fhould 
have  more,  and  be  difordered  by  them, 
I  lent  him  an  Anodyne  Draught,  with 
Direftions,  to  give  'it  at  any  Time,  af¬ 
ter  two  or  three  Stools  more.  His  Tongue 
this  Evening  grew  Black  towards  the 
Root,  but  was  moift,  and  attended 
with  but  little  Thirft,  and  he  was  alfo  deaf. 
He  was  reftlefs,  and  without  Sleep  till 
four  in  the  Morning,  when,  having  had 
three  more  Stools,  the  Anodyne  was  gi¬ 
ven,  and  he  flept  quietly  five  or  fix  Hours, 
and  waked  much  refrefhed.  The  6 th,  in 
the  Morning  I  found  him  better,  his 
Pulfe  more  regular,  and  ftronger,  his  U- 
rine  turbid,  and  not  fo  high-coloured,  his 
Tongue  the  fame  as  Yefterday:  but  his 
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Cough  remaining,  and  fome  Difficulty  of 
Breathing  attending  it,  I  took  away  fix 
Ounces  more  of  Blood,  which  was  ftill 
fizey,  and  continued  the  fame  Regimen, 
and  Medicines,  and  fent  a  Purging  Potion, 
of  %Uj  Inf  uj\  Sennce.  %fs  Manner.  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  in  the  Morning.  He  refted  well  the 
following  Night,  and  the  yth  he  contin¬ 
ued  mending.  His  Urine  ftill  with  a  large 
Sediment ,  the  Purge  moved  him  fix  or 
feven  Times;  at  Night  he  took  the  Ano¬ 
dyne,  and  refted  well.  The  eighth  he 
he  complained  of  nothing  but  Weak- 
nefs,  the  Blacknefs  of  the  Tongue  was 
almoft  gone,  and  the  Deafnefs  abated. 

I  allowed  him  now  a  little  better  Diet, 
and  gave  him  Rhubarb  a  few  Days  fol¬ 
lowing  in  fmail  Dofes.  viz.  about  fifteen 
Grains  in  twenty-four  Flours,  which  kept 
him  moderately  open.  On  the  12 th.  He 
complained  of  a  Swelling  in  Anoy  which 
on  examining  I  found  had  Matter  in  it. 
A  Surgeon  was  fent  for,  it  was  opened, 
difeharged  well,  and  in  a  fliort  Time 
healed  up  ;  and  he  recovered  a  good 
State  of  Health.
